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ftg-We give below from the Conjfreajional 
'Globe a full report of the debate which wound 
■op the proceedings in the House of Represent- 
atives on Monday last: 

Mr. Smith— Mr. Chairman, I aid not intend 
to say acything upon this subject; but bavin* 
witnessed for the last two years or more the 
operations of the armies of the country, and, 
to some extent, the effect of ordnance and 
small arms upon the enemy, I feel it t» be my 
duty upon this occasion to say, that while 
there is power in these, and while the Gjv- 
.jrrDment must through these execute its laws 
and vindicate its integrity, there remains be- 
hind this rebellion that which gives it strength 
and power, which must be overthrown and 
destroyed on the other side while our armies 
and our ordnance move in front. 

It is true that General Lee is within a short 
disturce of this city; it is true that Longstreet 
is fortifjiDg hiniBelf in Eistfcrn Tennessee; it 
is tine that Beauregard is at CharlestoB; it is 
true that other rebel forces are in various quar- 
ters of this country, bidflng defiance to the 
Government of the United States aud its sol- 
diery; bat their forces in arms against the 
Government are maintained and fed by, and 
their very life blood is drawn from, African 
slavery in the South, and whenever you — and 
I say it here as a Kentucliian and as a South- 
ern man, always having been identified with 
the institution of slavery, and believing th*t, 
as a citizen of Kentucky, I bad a right to it, 
and so believing still— that whenever you sap 
the foundation of this accursed rebellion, and 
tear from under the rebels that which has 
given Ihem strength and power, you destroy 
the rebellion, and your artillery is effectual. 
[Applause in the gulleriss and on the floor, 
and some hifses.] 

Now, sir, I would not touch, here or else- 
where, the rights, the interests, the privileges, 
or anything else belonging to a Union man, 
-er to any man who has stood for his country 
in a rebellious State or in a loyal State; but, 
when a man has evinced his hatred to this 
Government, when he has voluntarily taken 
up arms against this Government, and when 
he has brought his artillery to play upon its 
Constitution and its principles and its liber- 
ties, he can demand of me, as a legislator for 
the people of this country, no privileges in 
hoises, cattle, lands, or negroes. We wiU 
take them, when we come to them, by any 
tags we can, and by all means, 
ne bulwark which prevented the Ameri- 
ran people, by its army, from moving down 
to the South and exercising jurisdiction there 
— that bulwark, supported by four million 
slaves — must be removed; and the evidence 
that we have a right to remove it is that we 
have a right to crush the rebellion. It was 
the duty of the Government to do it. The 
Government would have failed in its duty to 
itself and to all futuro generations if it did 
not, in its power and majesty, sweep aw ly 
that bulwark of slavery. I thought it my 
duty, under the circumstances in which 1 an 
placed, coming from the country I come from, 
representing the loyal people who feel ai I do, 
-and whose opiuions have been expressed tima 
and again to me as mine to them, to make 
this statement. 

Mr. Mallory — Mr. Chairman, I rise, al- 
though very unwell, for the purpose of mak- 
ing a few remarks in reference to what fell 
from my colleague [Mr. Smith] a few minutes 
ago, and I hope tlte committee will indulge 
Eie. 

One mcmbcr^on the Republican side)— Ob- 
ject. 

Many other members (on the same sida) — 
Go ahead — no objection. 

Mr. Mallory — My colleague has clearly a 
right to express Lis sen'iments to this House 
upon any qutsiion, and I shall never quarrel 
with him about the correctness of those opin- 
ions or the taste manifested in their expres- 
sion. But I intend, on this floor, to utter my 
sole mn protest against the declarations aid 
opinions of my colleague being taken or re- 
garded as those of the State of Kentucky on 
that subject. The State of Kentucky denies 
and scorns them, and has, on solemn occa- 
sions and whenever she has spoken to the 
subject at all, given that gentleman and the 
world evidence of the fact that she does so. 
That gentleman was elected as a representa- 
tive of the Union Democratic party of the 
H'a'e of Kentucky, was elected by the same 
party in ihat State which elected me, on the 
same platform, and was sent to represent the 
tame creed that I represent. 

A convention at LonisviUe, in my own dis 
trict, solemnly enunciated lasi March to the 
people bt KeBtucky, and to the world, the 
opinions of that State on the great questions 
of the dBy. The Stale of Kentucky, through 
the Union Dtmocratic party, the predominant 
"arty of that State, denounced among other 
irgs the polity of the Administration of 
freeing the slaves of the South as a war meas- 
ure, or for the purpose of aiding in suppress- 
ing the rebellion. 

Mr. Smith — I ask my colleague this simple 
question: whether the results of the move- 
ment of the Hrix.ier, and the results of the ac- 
tion of the Administration which have been 
denounced as unconstitutional, unwarrant- 
ed 

Mr. Mallory — Make it short. 

Mr. Smith — 1 aak my colleague wh:'.h?r 
the people, with all of the facts Before them, 
did iiOl give lust A ig . : CUy-nine thousand 
majority for the Union? 

ilr. Mallory — Yes, sir; and fifty-nine thou- 
sand mnjority against the Administration of 
Abraham Lincoln, then denounced by my col- 
league himself. He denounced the policy of 
this Administration, and I dare him to deny 
that. 

Mr. Smith — I do deny it. 
Mr. Mallory — Then you deny the record. 
M) colleague [Mr. Wadsworth] will please 
read the resolutions of that convention. 

Mr. Wadsworih — I read four resolutions 
adopted by the Kentucky Legislature at its 
•wit ter session, 1862-63, aud reaffirmed by 
Ihe gr«at Union Democratic State Convention 
st Louisville, in March following, namely: 

R**oleed, That onr institution are asiailoi by an 
armed lut.t-llioti on one eido, which can only u? met by 
the sword; lad on the other by uuconstltuci'in il acta 
of (.'impress, ai d star-lintr usurpations < t power by the 
Jkxecutive. wliit li we li ive see u by oxperiinuut evi bo 
corrected by the t>all-jl-box. Policy, aa well as p-inci- 
pie, requites ihat Kentucky shall await tho prouiss of 
xeferm, which la alow bu* sure, and refrain from all 
unlawful and unconstitutional acta, which hare al- 
read> brought terrible calamities upon tbo country; 
vhile we invoke she aid of all patriotic men to avert 
the evils that threaten our treo. institutions. 

Itesotred. That this General Assembly now, in the 
exercise of its rights to differ in opinion with the na- 
tional Executive,, enters its solemn proto t against the 
proclamation t.f the President ot the United States, 
ilated let ol January. 18-3, by which he assumes to 
emaucipate all staves within certain States— lrildiiiK 
the same to be unwise, unconstitutional, tin 1 void. 

Kesolred, That this uen' ral Assembly declares that 
ibe power which has recently been assume! by the 
1'resideut of tne United States, whereby, under the 
cuise of military necessity, he has proclaimed and 
'Xtended martial law overstates where war did not 
■TT| and has suspended the writ of habeas eorpue, is 
unwarranted by the Constitution, and its tendency is 
to subordinate civil to military authority, aod toaub 
vertconstitutii.ual and 'ree government. 

Ir. ,i, That this General Assembly balls with 
pleasurable hope tne recent mauif.'statioua of conser. 
w.,tive sentiment among the people of the non.slav - 
liolding Slates in their la r .e election*, and rettard the 
same aa the earnest of a good potpose on their part to 
co-otorate with all other loya' citizens, give security 
to the rights ot every section, and tuaiotaia the 
Union ana the Constitution as tuey were otdaiued by 
the ft. tinders of the Republic. 

Mr. Mallory— Now, Mr. Chairman. I can tell 
this House, after these resolutions have been 
read, what that convention did mean. I tell 
this House and the country that the predomi- 
nant party in Kentucky, whose sentiments you 
lave heard expressed in these resolutions, was 
the party that nominated and elected my col- 
league [Mr. Smith]. 

Mr. Smith — I will ask my colleagus one 
question, if he will allow me. 
Vt. Mallory — Certainly. 
Mr. Smith— I ask my colleague whether I 
was not a candidate for election to Congress in 
the district now known as the Sixth District 
of Kentucky Hgainst his late colleague in this 
House, John W. Meczies? That he knows to 
be the fact. I ask him further, whether he 
did not give his support to Mr. Menzies so far 
os he could outside of his own district? I 
ask hfm whether he did not also write a letter 
to Mr. Menzies in favor of his re election? 

Mr. Mallory— I did, and I am glad that I 
had prescience to know what sort of man was 
being supported against Mr. Menzies. Since 
the gentleman came here he has shown him- 
self to bo what I suspected he was. That 
election in Kentucky amounts to this: that 
the Union Democratic party of Kentucky in- 
tended to stand by the Government of the 
United States through "thick and thin," 
through adversity and through prosperity; 
that they intended to maintain it by the ap- 
propriation of money and the raising of men 
to put- down tins rebellion so long as men and 
money were necessary. That is what thtt 
election meant. That party also rebuked, as 
they said in those resolutions, as unwise and 
impolitic and unconstitutional, the policy of 
this administration in many important re- 
spects. The Union Democratic party in those 
rcsolfitions distinctly denounced the Presi- 
dent's proclamation of emancipation, which 
my colleague considers now as a necessary 
war measure. They denounced it as unconsti- 
tutional, null and void. That was done by 
■those who nominated and elected my col- 
league. I ask him whether in bis speeches he 
ever dared to avow his approval of the eman- 
cipation policy of the President? I want a 
direct answer. 

Mr. Smith — I will answer my colleage dis- 
tinctly, that 1 said in mv canvass in Kentucky, 
that, in no act of the President, in no act of 
the Congress of the United States, in no act 
or word or deed that could be found on paper, 
bad the institutions of Kentucky been touched, 
and I defy mortal man to show it. I defy my 
poiieagufc here to show it. 



>'r. HsUorv — Answer my question. 

Yii . Smilii— I told the people of Kentucky 
that I^Bad oppose tho operation of that 
procliimff^BWo the Union meu o! the South, 
but ihat. o far cs rebels in arms were con- 
cetne :, 1 v- tujr'no: only for taking their ne- 
groes, but thsTl was for taking their infernal 
lives and crushing them to atoms. 

Mr. Mallory— I have not yet obtained an 
answer to my q'uestion. I ask my colleague 
whether he ever" dared in his district during 
bis canvass to announce that the proclamation 
of the President freeing the slaves of the in- 
surrectionary States was constitutional, and 
that he approved of it? 

Mr. Smith — Tb» question was never made 
in ruy district whether it was constitutional or 
unconstitutional. [Laughter on the Demo- 
cratic side of the House ] I usk my colleague 
to allow me to say that I am in exceediugly 
good humor, and I trust my colleague, so far 
as we are personally concerned, will allow 
ibis little debate to go on pleasantly between 
us. 

Sir. Mallory— Oh, yes. 

Mr. Smith — I ask my colleague, in connec- 
tion with this discussion, if be is in favor of 
and will support a doctrine which will give to 
th»se rebels who are in arms in this great con- 
Fpiiacy egainst the Government of the Unite I 
States, nil the rights and privileges he would 
give to Union men; and if he would make a 
rendition of their slaves when they have 
transgressed the laws of their country and 
only made to yield by tuo sword? 

Mr. Mallpry — I wouia carry on this wir 
against the armed power of the rebels with all 
the power this Government can constitution- 
ally muster against them. 1 would redu;e 
and destroy their armies; I would destroy alt 
resistance to the laws and Constitution ot the 
United States; and then I hope I would have 
the magnanimity to spare private property and 
let the people who have been reducod to sub- 
mission return to their allegiance and enjoy 
their own property, and live under their own 
vine and fig tree. I want no afterclaps, no 
sanguinary modes of punishing them after the 
war is over for what they did during the war. 
I want no rankling left behind. I want, when 
this war is over, peace aud harmony to spread 
their broad wings over the whole country. I 
want upon the statute-book no such laws as 
my colleague would defend — a state of things 
in which the arms of men would be rawed 
against their fellow-men; a state of things 
which for ages would make the assassin lurk 
in secret places to shoot down the man who 
hes in his possession his father's confiscated 
estate. I want no bloody law upon the stat- 
ute book. I want, when peace comes and the 
rebellion is subdued, all possible peace and 
betmony to prevail. 

My colleague, during thecanvas3in the dis- 
trict be represents, made, many speeches, and 
my colleague here present [Mr. Wadsworth] 
has one which he [ Ur. Smith] made upon this 
question, and, with the permission of the 
committee, I will ask that it be now read. 

Mr. Stevens — As these gentlemen seem to 
be hunting up documents for this discussion, 

I think they need a little more time, and with 
their permission I will movethat the commit- 
tee rise. 

Mr. Mallory — I must decline to yield. 

Mr. Wadsworth — I read some extracts from 
a speech made by General Green Clay Smith, 
July 28, 1863, to a meeting in Harrison county, 
Kentucky, as I find them published in the 
Cincinnati Commercial of July 29, 1863, 
nemely : 

JJo [Mr. Menzies 1 charges that I do not stand upon 
the Louisville plttform. aud that the 0 nveution did 
U"t Indorse it. I contend tb;it it has iudorsed it, and 
that I am tho friend of the Union parly of the State, 
its true representative, and he its enemy. 

Andegain: 

I nt ver entertuineti a moment's thought antagonis- 
tic to Ihe action of tho Louisville convention ; on the 
cot trary. 1 stand upon tho platform of tho I'ni on 
Demon) atlc party of the state, ts contained in the 
resolutions ol the Louisville convention. 
And tsgain: 

1 HDi opposed to the radical measures of the Atlm'n- 
istratioo, and if elected to Congress will pursue a 
course consistent witn these avowals, la the selec- 
tion of a Speaker [or the Mouse I will vote for a war 

I I ii.. < i ..i ; and such measures as neither my vote nor 
influence as a comber t f Congress can change, I hopo 
to the measure ol my ability to effectually defeat by 
pifssinglhe war to a speedy clase, in dettroi ing the 
i.i inn s ol tmr enemies and iu the wake or our vlcto 
ri< us arms, and aee the Constitution and law and 
o'der ree ored iu every State ot the rjniou, under 
wLirblhe righ's of persons and property will be se- 
emed ami protected. 

Mr. Mallory — I do not know that I hav£ 
n uch to add to that speech [laughter] about 
rr,< colleague's record, or about the convention 
» itich nominated him or the people who elect- 
ed him. 

I will conclude my remarks by saying that 
my solemn convictiou is that Kentucky repu- 
diates ihe sentiments uttered by the gentle- 
man aftw moments ago as completely as she 
did at that time when he indorsed such con- 
demnation. Re has changed; Kentucky has 
not. He is entitled to make that change, and 
I do not quarrel with him for having made it. 
He has a right to do it. Even after be bad 
pledged himself to his constituents to pur- 
sue a particular course he has a right to pur- 
sue a different course. I do net quarrel with 
bun ; it is a matter with himself alone. 

A Member — He has no such right. 

Mr. Mallory — I mean to say hi has a politi- 
i al right as a member of Cougress, and there 
is no authority to restrain him. We are not 
talkii g about a moral right in this Housa, I 
am talking about his power under the rules of 
tbe House and the Constitution and laws of 
the United States after be has pledged himself 
to his t ■mstituents to pursue a particular line 
of policy 10 come nere and pursue exactly the 
reverse. I do not quarrel with him: he can 
tettle th >t with his coustituenis; but I am de- 
termined to make here to-day the distinct 
avowal lost Kentucky at tho tima be was 
elected r pi/diated ihe procitimation o'f eman- 
cipation btid the policy of emancipation, aud 
that Bbe repudiates ii now. 

Mr. Smith — My colleague who has jmt tak- 
en his seat, feeling, for some cause or other, 
his inability to answer the position I took, 
kud to call to his aid two ot ier of his col- 
leagues from Kentucky who sympathizsd 
with him. 

Mr. Mallory — That is a mistake. I callsd on 
my colleagno [Mr. Wadsworth] to read the 
Kentucky platform and the gentleman's 
speech. The gentleman himself is the col- 
league I called to my aid. 

St. Smith — At any rate, I have had them 
a'l three at a tirao on my shoul iers during 
this little debate. But allow me to ask my 
colleagues here who did not vote with me in 
the election ot Speaker, since they quote my 
language when I paid that I would vote for a 
war Democrat for Speaker, if the Union party 
of the State of Kentucky, known as tha war 
Democratic party, did not understand from all 
of their representatives who have been elected 
here that they would vote when they gut 
here for a war Democrt for Speaker? That 
was understood. Now, my colleague [Mr. 
Mallory] never was a Democrat — never, but 
an Old-line Whig. 

Mr. Mallory— He was elected as a Union 
Democrat. 

Mr. Smith — lam speaking of what he was 
up to the time of this last election. He was 
alwayB a Whig. 

Mr. Mallory — Will my colleague tell me 
where, when, and how the Union Democracy 
of Kentucky ever imposed upun their Repre- 
sentatives in Congress the duty of voting for 
a war Democrat tor Speaker? 

Mr. Smith — I thought the gentleman had 
said so, and he quoted my speech as evidence 
of that feet. If it is not true; I am exempt 
trcm the charge made against me by my col- 
lexgues. 

Mr. Mallory — I quoted your speech for an- 
other purpose. I quoted your speech to show 
that you disapproved and denounced the 
emancipation proclamation, and tbe reading 
ot tbe speech showed that voh did pledge 
yourself in that speech to vote for a war D;m- 
ocrat for Speaker. I have not said one word 
about it; I had forgotten it, overlooked it. 
Tbe gentleman has lugged it in himself now, 
or it came in first in his own speech. I-never 
heard of any pledge given in Kentu-.ky to 
vote for a war Democrat for Speaker before 
this gentleman made it in that speech. 

Mr. Smith — I admit that I made a pledge 
to vote for a war Democrat for Speaker, but 
when I came to tbe capital, a strauger As I 
was, unknown as 1 was to almost every man 
in this House, I looked around to see where 
there was a war Democrat that I could vote 
for. When I came to examine the operations 
of the cancus that met here, which was con- 
sidered a Democratic caucus, I found that the 
gentleman who received the largest number 
of votes in this House for Speaker was a man 
whom I opposed in Uaio in the election there, 
SLd spoke against — I mean Mr. Cox. 

The Chairman— The gentleman is out of 
order in'calling any member by name. 

Mr. Smith — I beg parden. I should have 
said Mr. Vullandigham. [Laughter.] He 
electioneered in tbe State of Ohio for Mr. 
Vallandigbam, who was an anti-wer man, 
who was against voting men or money to put 
down ibis rebellion. I saw that he was pre- 
sented by a majority of the Democratic party 
here so tar as 1 could hear, and my constitu- 
ents had directed me not to vote for such a 
man. I found that there were other men sug- 
gested and nominated in this House by that 
same Democratic party who were, in my 
judgment, identified with him. 1 found also 
that members from New York who are op- 
posed to voting men or money for the suppres- 
sion of this rebellion were in that caucus, and 
therefore, as a Democrat, I could find no war 
Democrat to vote for, according to the old ac- 
ceptation of the. term. [Laughter, and cries 
of "Good!"] 

Mr. Mallpry — My colleague will allow me 
to ask him whether he did not go into the 
Republican caucus that nominated the Speak- 
er when he got here? 

Mr. Smith — I say to my colleague distinctly 
that I never saw in the papers in the city of 
Washington or anywhere else that a Republi- 
can caucus was to be called. 

Mr. Mallory— Did not the gentleman go 
into it? 



Mr. Smith— No, sir; I went into a Union, 
an unconditional Union caucus. [Shouts of 
"Good I" "Good!" from the Republican side.] 

Mr. Mallory— Did the gentleman go into 
the caucus which nominated the present dis- 
tinguished Speaker of this House? 

Mr. Smith— Yes. eir, I did. 

Mr. Mallory— I will ask tbe gentlemm an- 
other question, and then lam done. Did he 
ever go into the other caucus to find oat 
whether there were war Democrats there or 
not? 

Mr. Smith — No, sir; becauee I smelt the at- 
mosphere and di3eovemd its character before I 
got in. [Laughter, and cries of "Good I"] 

I find to-day in the distinguished gentle- 
man who occupies the Speaker's chair a Dem- 
ocrat Recording to the true and patriotic ac- 
ceptation of that Word, and he is a man thtt 
1 em proud to stacd by because he is for the 
Govettroent and the Constitution and tbo 
Union — a man who has sever Etood up for a 
man ora party opposed to this war or to this 
Gtveroment. Upon that issue I am willing 
to go be r ore my constituents, and upon that 
issue I am willing to eland or fall. 

Mr. Mallory — I desire to ask the gentleman 
one mote question. I ask bira if he did not, 
in edfance of his trrival in the city of Wash- 
ington, und at the time he stood upon bis 
pledge to vote tor a war Democrat for Speak- 
er, write a letter to some geutleman hete — I 
do not know whom— some gentleman of the 
Republican party, or of this great Union par- 
ty, as be calls it, or to some gentlemen of that 
clique, or party, or whatever he may choose 
to call i', in which he pledged himselt to vote 
for Schuyler Colfax, or some other Republi- 
can, for Speaker? 

Mr. Smith — I answer the question by saying 
tl at if I wrote such a letter to anybody at 
any time I do not recollect it. I do not recol- 
lectat ibis time ever having written such a 
letter. 

Mr Mallory — Ah! Mr. Reporter, writedown 
for him as his answer, non mi ricordo. 

Mr. Smith— I will now ask my colleague a 
question: whether the people of Kentucky 
have nof, by their votes and bv their action, 
repudiated the Vallandigham, anti-war, anti- 
money, and anti-men party of the North? 

Mr. Mallory— The people of Kentucky, as I 
said, have pledged themselves to sustain the 
war by furnishing men and money. 

Mr. Smith — I want a direct answer from my 
colleague. 

Mr. Mallory — I mean to say that if the 
Vallandigbam pat ty, or any other ^arty in the 
North, opposed tbe furnishing of men or 
money, tbe Union Democracy of Kentucky 
was against that party. 

Mr. Smith — Then I ask my'colleague this 
further question: what right he had to be in a 
caucus with men who supported that party in 
tbe recent election? 

Mr. Mhllory — I was never in that caucus. 1 
did not go into that Democratic caucus. I 
'have no obliviousness about the matter, no 
non-recolletting anything about it. I did 
not go. 

Mr Smith — Then I will ask my colleague 
Brother question — wbvt bis name is doing on 
that national committee? 

Mr. Mallory — Mr. Chairman, I am now act- 
ing with the Northern Democracy, a3 1 was 
pledged to do by tbe platform ot the Union 
Democracy of Kentucky, which has been read 
here to-day by my colleague [Mr.Wadoworth], 
and to which be is pledged, too. 

Mr. Smith — Mr. Chairman, my colleague 
has been in Congress four or six years, aud 
understands how to give evasive answers bet- 
ter than I do. So fat as I am concerned, this 
matter is closed. The people of Kentucky, 
my colleague's remonstrance to the contrary 
notwithstanding, are to day, at they were in 
the beginning of tbe war, in favor of crushing 
the rebellion by every means, whatever it may 
be. 1 speak now of the Union party in Ken- 
tut ky, for we have a Democratic party there 
which would not be trusted by Union men 
futlher than one could throw a bull by tbe 
tail. [Laughter.] I opposed that Democratic 
paily. It was the dibtinct understanding of 
tbe Union men of Kentucky, and is to-day, 
that whatever stands in the way of the Army 
of the Republic must be removed, and that 
tbe Government must triumph. 

Mr. Wadsworth — Mr. Chairman, my col 
league [Mr. Smith] has made the remark that 
he tad on this occasion two or three of his 
colleagues on his shoulders. 1 understand 
that remark to embrace me as one of tbe three 
on his shoulders. I must deny the softim- 
petclment. I was not present when my col- 
leegue [Mr. Smith] got up here to unsiy all 
he had said in Kentucky, and to take back all 
the pledges he had given to support the plat- 
to: m of tbe Union Democratic party of oar 
State. Had I been present when be rose to 
make his avowals— I came in too late to un- 
derstand their drift — I should have felt, I 
trust, that just indignation at his betrayal of 
tbe Union party of Kentu ky as not to have 
waited tor my colleague [Mr. Mallory], bur- 
dened with the weight of illness, to respond 
and to defend the State from tbe position as 
signed to her. Let the gentleman [dr. Smith] 
spesk for bis own constituents. Let him 
speak for those who prrc'.iesd a great fraud 
upon the. Union Democratic patty of Kentucky 
in his nomination; but let nim notspetk tor 
the people of Kentucky. 

I do not propose to examine the value of his 
i resent opinious. All that I now comp'.aiu of 
is ihat he was not understood when the con- 
vention nominated him, and when the party 
voted forbim. He should have declared then 
what he bis avowed to-dayj in order that the 
Union party in Kentucky might have put in 
tbe fie'd a candidate to oppose the positions 
wbicb he now asrumes. It he bad, after that, 
heen elected, I should cot have reproached 
him with any speech he miubt have made. 
But now I do arraign bim, here on this floor, 
as being unfaitbtul to tbe pledges which be 
made to his party, and as one who has be- 
trayed tbe pledges that he gave to the electors 
of Hairison count} , the promises that he would 
oppose tbe radical measures of the natioual 
Administration, and particularly its unconsti- 
tutional i manc-paiion policy. I find him here 
now indorsing that policy; I find bim i 1- 
dorsing tbe radical measures of the Adminis- 
tration, and going even a bowshot beyond any- 
thing the Administration has yet attempted. 
I had bim here, sir, instead of redeeming that 
pledge that he would vote for a war Democrat 
in ibe election of a Speaker, voting for an 
avovied supporter of the radical policy of the 
Administraiion, and a member of the Repub- 
lican party. 1 find him voting with those men 
on many raoical propositions which the Leg- 
isls.tureo! Kentucky and the State convention 
had denounced as unconstitutional. I fiad 
him here, sit 

Mr. Grinnell— I call the gentl"min to order 
for calling the Speaker a revolutionist. 

Mr. Wadsworth — I take it back. I did not 
mean it in any offensive sense. But if this is 
not a revolution I do not know what is. 
[Laughter.] No one has more respect for tho 
Spei.ker personally than myself. 

But let me return to the point that f make 
agninst my colleague. The doctrines that he 
cow avows may be right or wrong; I do not 
discuss that; but he did not give the people 
of Kentucky or the Union Democracy in his 
district an opportunity to send a mau here; of 
different principles. They thought that my 
colleague stood with us upon the platform of 
the Union Democratic convention which had 
been held at Louisville. He was nominated 
by us, and he was our candidate. Our adhe- 
re n's sustained him against Mr. Menztes, my 
coli*ague of the last Congress. He was sus- 
tained simply because he was the nominee of 
the Union Democratic party. Had Mr Men- 
zies received the nomination he would have 
been sustained in the same way. But 
my colleague was not elected because 
tbe people had a preference for him 
peisonally. Had John W. Menzies been 
the candidate of the Union Democratic 
party, and my colleague the Administration 
tandidate, the latter would have been routed 
' horse, toot, and dragoons." The point I 
oitike is not that my colleague is wrong in 
his present oj inions, or that be has not a rigLt 
to hold them, but that he did not afford an 
opportunity to the people of Keutueky iu his 
district, by a frank and manly avowal, to 
send a member who would represent them 
fnithlnlly. That is the cause of quarrel aud 
tbe extent to which it goes. Haeiug m ide 
these statements, I will not detain the com- 
mittee with farther observations. 

Mr. Smith — Mr. Chairman, I will not de- 
tain the House long. I beg pardon for hav- 
ing consumed so much of its time already. I 
accept the point made by my colleague (Mr. 
Wadsworth) and in 1664 let us go before our 
people for their judgment. He has further al- 
luded to things which it is necessary for me to 
answer. The Louisville Journal, tbe leading 
paper of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
and claiming to be the representative of the 
people there, opposed me, and denounced me 
"from piller to post." My district is composed 
of ten counties, and has one hundred and 
twenty thousand inhabitants. Two or three 
hanobills to every man, woman, and chiid of 
that district were distributed from the office 
of the Louisville Journal against me, and in 
favor of Mr. Meczies, because they said that 
he was the Union conservative D/mocrat of 
that district, while I was a radical. Not 
a neper in my State advocated my elec- 
tion. I went before the people on prin- 
ciple, nominated by a convention that the 
Louisville Journal denounced as radical, re- 
publican, and everything abominable in the 
si^'bt of tbe peosle of Kentucky. With that 
issue I went before the people — for uncondi- 
tional Union — and I rode over all opposition. 
I was returned by a majority of 5,040. I do 
not know now a' man who was running for 
Congress who was in favor of my election. 1 
know the influence that the State government 
broukbt to bear against me. It was nothing 
but principle, a sublime love of country — 

[principle and devoted patriotism and everlast- 
ing philanthropy that made me their Repre- 
sentative over" the. late Representative from 



that district, who did not vote for the appro- 
priation bills to carry on tbe war. 

Let the irsuc be made between us before tbe 
people. The gentleman has thrown down the 
gauntlet. The war is waged. Let it go to 
tbe people of Kentucky to be decided in 1804. 
Let them decide in 1865 whether they wiil in- 
dorse us as members of Congress. I speak 
for my people. I have seen and communica- 
ted with them. I say to my colleagues that 1 
have in my possession letters from the best 
and truest men of Kentucky — men who own 
more negroes than all of us put together — who 
indorse me for roting for the present Speaker 
(Mr. Colfax), in voting, ns my colleague said, 
fci- sn "abolitionist for Speaker." I have not 
j et received a single letter reproving me for 
voting as I did. They also indorse my reso- 
lution, and they indorse my position gener- 
ally. I believe that they will indorse me 
hereafter. 

Mr. Mallory — Who are those extensive 
slaveholders? 

Mr. Smith — If ray colleague will call at my 
room I will tell him. These are privnte letters, 
and I do cot know that lam at liberty to 
give their names in the House of Representa- 
tive. 

Mr Mallory — If they arc private letters th? 
gentleman ought not to have alluded to them 
in tbe committee. 

Mr. Smith — I only nlbtded to them incident- 
ally to sl ow that I bad been indorsed in my 
c urse, and ss I know by the best of men. 1 
knowmy position is right and just, and know- 
ing it I wiil defend it here, believing as I do 
my people will approbate my course. 

Mr. Clay — Mr. Chairman, I hope I will bo 
ps:dored for saying one word before this dis- 
cussion is permitted to close. It would seem, 
from what has been said by my colleague [llr. 
Mallory], that all the nrmbers from Kentucky 
who voted for the present Speaker [Mr. Col- 
fax] were recreant to their State and th?ir 
duly. I wish to understand these gentlemen, 
anil whether they intended to include in their 
n marks every gentleman upon this floor from 
K-ntucky who had the independence to vote 
for Mr. Colfax for Speaker? I ask the ques- 
tion tor tbe reason that 1 have been denounced 
by the Louisville Journal and other papers in 
Kentucky with violating my pbdges unon 
that subject. Standing here and listening to 
this debate, and to the insinuations thrown 
out by those gentlemen, I desire to know 
whether I am included in their remarks, and 
am cberged by them with violating my 
pledges? If I am I want them to say so. 

Mr. Mallory — I have not, in the most remote 
Wfcy, directly or indirectly, alluded to the 
.gentltman. Inreplyiog to my colleague [Mr. 
Smith], I replied to his sentiments and I repu- 
diated them, and I read from his speech in 
which be pledged himself to vote for a war 
It mocrat tor Spcnker; and then I showed 
that he voted for Mr Colfax. I do not know 
what the views of my colleague [Mr. Clay] 
are; whether be approves the proclamation ot 
emnnciptttion or cot. I do cot know any- 
thing r.bout it, because be has said nothing 
Therefore I beg he will not suppose I hai any 
allusion in the world to him. 

Mr. Clay — I am very glad to hear the gen- 
tleman's candid explanation upon that point. 
But, as I t m upon the fl >or, I wi;h to make 
an observation or two, so that I may staud 
teir before my constituents and the world. 
This very question as to whom I would vote 
for as SpcuKerof the House of Representatives 
was put to me on every occasion ia my Stn'e, 
and I replied emphatically ihat I would mike 
no pledges; that I would not pledge myself to 
vo.e for a Demociat or a Republican; that I in- 
tended to do what I thought right and proper 
under till tbe circumstances when I got here. 
I did cot know the opinions of these gentle- 
meu, and I thought I would be doing injus- 
tice to mjself and to my cons'itu-n sby mik- 
ing any such pledge; aud therefore I told them 
I wished it distinctly understood that I made 
no pledges. Indeed, I pledged myself th it I 
wruld not mi.ke any pledge upon the subject. 
Some of my constituents who never heart me 
si-enk bate denounoed me as violating my 
pi dges — pledges which I never mad — and 
that denunciation has been followed up here 
to ome extent, 

Mr. Mnllory— I will ask my colleague — for 
I fate beard that he said so — whether he did 
not, in the city of Frankfurt, which is ia his 
district, pledge himself daring his canvass 
Ibf the would not vote for a Republican un- 
ltfs he saw from actions here that eomethiag 
1 ke no ikdefiuitepostponement of the organ- 
ization of the House would be_the resalt of 
his not doiog so; but that in that event, and 
that event only, he would do so? 

Mr. Clay— I made uo such pledge whatev- 
er. Mote than that, I slated I would not mike 
an;, pledge. I stated it everywhere; and I 
felt ct liberty here to canvass every claim and 
to vote for the best candidate, as I thought 
the interest of the country required. I have 

00 concealment to mske in regard to my 
views. 1 have never attached myself to one 
side or tbe olb?r. I am independent; 1 mean 
to vote for measures as they come up accor- 
ding as it seems to me best and for the inter- 
est of my country, dieregardiog all party ties 
and party feelings, for I cannot say that I cor 
diallv egree with either side of the House. 

I mutt say so fur as the Demoratic party ia 
concerned, my prejudices are rtther against 
tbem. I bad always been against th' Demo- 
ciats; and tbe leading Democrats ot my S'.-ite 
bt.se mostly turned out to be rebels, and a 
majority of them are now in rebel arms. I 
m>aa the Democratic politician) pf me S ate 
b'uch being the case, my prejod.ees were rah 
er apainst them; but I did not know what 
ibey would be elsewhere, ami '. served my 
ritbt to detei mine the matter wueu I reach d 
here. 

Mr Wedjtforth — In wbs f I said tliere was 
oc nliUBiou to the gentleman, because I under 
stood him to stand upon tbe State platform, 
and to still stacd upon it I would inquire of 
the gentleman if I am correct in that uader- 
stardirg. 

Mr. Clay— I voted for the platform in tbe 
I.e. i.-lature and in the conT 'ntion, and intend 
to te governed in my judgment Oy the Slate 
pla' oim as laid down, as far as itis applicable 
to tbe times. I have made no repudiation of 
it, led I have given no vote which will not 
justify me in standing upon it But these 
gentlemen seemed to arraign my colleagues 
as violating the irpledges, because they voted 
for the present Speaker. Tbe papers in my 
State take that ground, and these gentlemen 
seemed to follow in the same direction, and 
wanted to know whether they meant me or 
cot. 

I tttke the opportunity to explain mys if n 5 w 
thtt I may cot be misunderstood ap.n ihs 
suljtct. I do not intend to create any ill-feel- 
ing between my colleagues aod myself. I de- 
sire to have the friendliest relations with all 
of tbem. Yet, gentlemen, I intend to act 
here for mtself, not to be governed by any- 
body, to exercise my best judgment on all 
tbtse questions and to go borne and face my 
cor stitiiects like an honest man, and tell thorn 
tbat I have dote my duty according to the 
diciates of tny own judgment. 

I have made these remarks because this 
=u*j'ct sptung up incidentally here. I should 
not have alluded to what has been said in the 
new pipers if it had not been for the course 
•vf my colleagues this evening. I intended to 
lisve passed it by ; but as the question has 

• ome up here, I wished the House and the

Sturgis ordered Col. McCook, commanding 
a division of Elliott's cavalry, to cburge the 
em my. Titis charge turned the fortuaes of 
the day, which up to this time bad been de- 
cidedly against us. Our total loss was about 
150. Sunday night, our forces anticipating a 
fiiii.k movement, fell b^ck to Strawberry 
Plains, sixteen miles from Knoxville. 

On the 19tb Sturgis tell back to Knoxville, 
savicg everj thing, and crossed the Ilolstein 
river, with the view of intercepting the enemy 
at fcieverville, Gordon Granger's troops, oo 
tbe 20th, were moving in the same direction, 
where a battle is pending. Great anxiety was 
felt t.t Knoxville, with something of a panic 
Foster was confident of thrashing the enemy. 
Longstreet has been heavily reinforced; sev- 
eral prisoners taken were fresh, from Rich- 
mend.

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We see that Senator Wilson, in a very 
sullen and ungracious manner, has withd-awn 
his resolution proposing the expulsion of Sen- 
ator DaTis. He had better never have drawn 
it, so far as he and his party are concerned. 
The Senator from Massachusetts mistook the 
present temper not merely of the people but 
of the Senate. He is ahead of his time, 
though probably not more than a year or 
two, if his party should continue in power, 
which God ami the people forbid. On the 
whole, we are not sorry that this form of rad- 
ical tjranny has so distinctly cropped eut 
thus eaily. It serves to forewarn the people of 
the real character and tendency of the party 
which is raising heaven and earth and bell to 
perpetuate its power in the government, 
forewarned is forearmed. 



' Our readers will find on the Srst page 
of this morning's Journal a full report of the 
debate in Congress precipitated by Mr. Smith's 
open repudiation of the Kentucky Platform. 
The report wiH be read with very lively in- 
terest 

Our conjectures of the affair are quite 
eclipsed by the reality. The figure Mr. Smith 
-cut in the debate is even more ludicrous than 
the despatches led us to imagine. The whole 
affair was exceedingly rich, but we think the 
richest part was that wherein the radical 
members undertook to bolster their man 
with marks of applause. As he was agon- 
izing on the rack of Mr. Mallory's interro- 
gation, the radicals, it will be obsorved, at- 
tempted to come to the relief of the victim, 
and actually greeted bis melancholy throes 
with acclamations. For example, Mr. Mal- 
lory having reminded Mr. Smith of his pledge 
to support a war Democrat for the Speaker- 
ship, Mr. Smith replied: "I could find no 
war Democrat to vote for, according to the 
old acceptation of the term," whereupon, in 
acknowledgment of this correct and shining 
repartee, the radicals burst out into "laugh- 
ter" and cries of "Good!" When Mr. Mal- 
lory, giving the wheel ano'her turn, asked 
Mr. Smith if be did not go into the Republi- 
can caucus, the operation, on a second trial, 
extorted this brilliant and original answer: 
"No, sir; I went into a Union, an un- 
conditional Union caucus," at which the 
radicals went off incontinently into a per- 
fect convulsion of shouts of "Good!'' 
"Good I" Finally, Mr. Mallory asked Mr. 
Smith if he ever attended the conservative 
caucus to see who was in it, to which 
Mr. S. responded: "No, sir; because I smelt 
the atmosphere and discovered its char- 
acter before I got in," which felicitous and 
logical response threw the radicals into an- 
other paroxysm of "laughter" and cries of 
' Good!'' All this, though inexpressibly ridic- 
ulous, was doubtless Tery amiable on the 
part of the radicals; yet we question if poor 
Mr. Smith very highly appreciated the com- 
pliment We fancy he must have felt as Bot- 
tom feels when Titania in this enchanted 
wood assures him he is as wise as he is beau- 
tiful. "Not so, neither," protests Bottom; 
1 but if I bad wit enough to gel out of this 
wood, I have enough to serve mine own 
turn." Mr. Smith no doubt would have 
gladly exchanged all the forced applause ot 
his good-natured allies for wit enough to get 
out of that wood. But the bargain was a 
natural impossibility. 

As for Mr. Clay, his part in the debate ap- 
pears to have been a vivid illustration of the 
scriptural saying "The wicked Jlee when no 
pian pursueth." Neither Mr. Mallory nor Mr. 
Wadsworth had ever so remotely mentionea 
him, yet he started up and sprung away like 
a frightened buck or bollock in one of his own 
beautiful pastures. His conscience evidently 
needed no accuser. Mr. Clay, in the course 
of his running debate, admitted that he had 
pledged himself to abide by the platform of 
the Union party of Kentucky, and added tbtt 
tie intended to do so "as far as it is applicable 
to the times." This remark, when considered 
with reference to his action in Congress, is 
somewhat comical. The platform of the Union 
party of Kentucky expressly condemns the 
doctrines of the radicals, and, while pledging 
all who stand npon it to co-operate 
with patriotic men in general for the 
purpose of overruling those doctrines, 
pledges co-operation for this purpose with the 
Northern conservatives in particular. In 
Other words, the platform pledges opposition 
to the doctrines of the radicals in express 
terms, and pledges co-operation in such oppo- 
sition with the Northern conservative! by 
name. Mr. Clay was accordingly pledged by 
the platform to co-operato with the conserva- 
tives in Congress against the radicals and in 
favor of the conservative doctrines No special 
pledges were needed. His whole position 
directly bound him to this caurse. Yet Mr. 
Clay's first act as a member of Congress was to 
Co-operate with the radicals in opposition to 
the conservatives, and his second act almost, 
Was to co-operate with the radicals in oppo- 
sition to the conservative doctrines. We re- 
fer to his vote in favor of the radical candi- 
date tor the Speakership, and to his vote 
against the resolutions of Mr. Holman, whlcb, 
as our readers will remember, constitute a 
mere summary of the doctrines affirmed in 
Mr. Crittenden's Explanatory Resolutions. 
These two votes involve a sweeping repudia- 
tion of the platform of the Union party of 
Kentucky. They leave nothing of it 
f behind. Whtn considered with reference to 
Mr. Clay's remark above-quoted, they show, 
that under the plea of inapplicability to the 
timet, be does not intend to be governed at all 
by the Kentucky Platform. Mr. Clay's pro- 
fession of even qualified adherence to the 
platform is thus a mockery. He has east it 
from him as thoroughly, if he has not trimpled 
upon it as coarsely, as either of his partners 
in apostasy. We heartily wish the truth were 
Otherwiee. But we cannot ignore the flagrant 
proofs that it is not. 

Mr. Clay, like the rest of the radical quar- 
tette, has made his bed; and he must either 
lie down in it or get out of it. We wish 
he would get out of it; but, if he will not, 
he might as well quietly lie down in it 
He surely cannot soften its thorns by sitting 
up in it and talking like one driven out 
of his senses by a midnight phantom. 
Much less can he get out of jt by any such 
exhibition. He and his partners have com- 
mitted a grave public offence; and neither 
justice nor the public good will permit the 
offence to be overlooked. In saying what we 
have said of him and of the rtut we have but 
performed an imperative duty to the cause of 
'.he government.

Our sympathy, wheth- 
er accepted or rejected, is sincerely proffered 
to bis relatives and friends. He was our friend 
during most of the years of his life, though 
not during the latest.

LETTER FROM FRANKFORT. 

Room No. 40, Capital Hotel, 1 
Frankfort, January 29, 1884 J 
The report of the Trustees of the Institu- 
tion for Feeble-minded Children shows that 
the system of doling out the State's charity 
in homeopathic appropriations has bin 
adopted in reference to that institution. The 
central building is unfinished to the disgrace 
of the last Legislature, and now a sum of 
money is asked to complete and put it in a 
condition to receive the number cf p iticats it 
was originally calculated to accomodate. B»re 
walls and ungainly rafters are not remedies 
to "minister to a mind diseased," nor are they 
calculated to communicate the electric spark 
of intellect to the imbeciles, for whose cure 
the institution was designed. The poor af- 
flicted children, to whom the State has prom- 
ised parental care, are from the very nature 
of their malady filthy in their habits, and that 
is the reason why even the love of parents is 
sometimes chilled towards them, and they are 
treated at their home3 more like dumb brutes 
in their kennels than human beings. 
The first efforts toward their reclama- 
tion is directed to correcting their per- 
sonal habits, and gradually bringing tbera to 
understand the comforts of cleanliness. The 
physical change has to be made before any- 
thing can be attempted in a mental direction. 
It is all-important there that everything 
should be complete and orderly around them, 
that when the buds of intelligence, by c ireful 
culture, begin to open, they may meet a 
cheerful air and pleasant repose to expand 
them, if possible, to the full bloom. The open- 
ing mind will be improved favorably or unfa- 
vorably with the scenes and atmosphere 
around it; and as some of the most poisonous 
plants draw their deadly properties from ma- 
larious pens, so feeble-minded children, un- 
less surrounded with comforts, will fail to at- 
tain healthy power.and all .he labors of kind- 
ly instruction and careful parentage must be 
in vain. The Legislature should not loose a 
day before making the neeessary provisions 
to comple the main edifice, and secure the 
comfort of it3 inmates. The appropriation for 
this institution is subject to the same preju- 
dices which exist against the Western Lunatic 
Asylum, for it was not stated properly. It 
shou'd be an asylum for idiots, with a ward 
for feeble-minded children. The State pays 
annually from $25,000 to $30,000 for the out- 
door eupport of idiots; this should be trans- 
ferred to the institution, and it would support 
it. All pauper idiots would be under tho 
charge of the State, while those who could 
afford to support themselves wouM pay. Tne 
State now allows $50 yearly for the support of 
all idiots, and but few of them receive any 
real benefit from the outlay. Thus it will be 
seen that all this class of helpless humanity 
could be properly cared for at leas expense than 
now, for, as the number of inmates in an in- 
stitution is increased, the average 'expendi- 
tures are diminished, and two hundred could 
be supported for about $100 each. All idiots 
have an aptitude for some kind of employ- 
ment, which they can learn in an asylum, but 
wculd net if not thus cared for. The chtriiy 
of the State, therefore, judicially expended, 
would restore to comparative usefulness and 
self-support those who now are regarded as the 
very pariahs of society, and are shunned as 
were the lepers of old. 

A select committee of the Senate, through 
Senator Cook, have reported an act concern- 
ing military claims, which provides thu all 
loyal citizens and residents of the State who 
have bad property lost or damaged by the 
Federal army dutiog the rebellion, or fur- 
nished the soldiers with any necessary sup- 
plies, without pay or proper vouchers, shall 
be authorized to prove their claims under the 
following rules: The claim must be ruide in 
duplicate, stating its nature as minutely as 
possible, the date it was contracted, and, if 
possible, to whom the supplies were furnish, 
or what portion of the army inflicted the 
damage. The actual, not the consequential 
damage, must be stated ; and the claim must 
be stated, and the claim must be verified as 
just, before some proper officer, and also the 
claimant's loyalty, and that he has never aided 
the rebellion or desired its success. The cor- 
rectness of the claim must also be certified on 
oath by at least two loyal witnessess, if pos- 
sible; if not, by one; and two others accord- 
ing to their information and belief, and all 
sl.nl! swear to the loyalty of the claimant and 
their own, and that they have no interest in 
the claim. After the claim has been thus 
proved, a copy shall be deposited with the 
County Clerk or Judge, who shall compare 
the duplicate copies, and certify to their cor- 
rectness, and receive a fee of twenty- five cents 
for so doing. The copy left with the clerk 
shall be part of bis record, and he shall forward 
copies to the Auditor of State at the end of 
each month. The Auditor must keep a record 
of all such claims sent to his office, the names 
arranged in alphabetical order by counties, 
and at the end of every six months make out 
a report, to be given to the Governor, whose 
duty shall be to lay it before the Legislature, 
with such recommendations as to action 
thereon as he may deem proper. The inten- 
tion of this act is not to assume at present the 
payment of such claims, but to legalize a 
mode of ascertaining the amount of such 
claims without cost to the State, so that a 
future Legislature may be able to act advisedly 
if the State should hereafter assume the pay- 
ment, looking to the Federal Government for 
reimbursement. Senator Grainger has re- 
ported a bill to establish the Falls City B ink, 
with a capital of one million dollars, for 
twenty years, in the city of Louisville. 

In the Senate a long debate sprung up on a 
bill to pay the Campbell county .Home-guards, 
for their services in "the defence of Cincin- 
nati." Senator Cleveland wished a genetal 
law, which would embrace the troops who 
defended Bracken county. Senator Mallory 
spoke of the services of his constituents, who 
had rallied to the defence of the Governor, 
the Legislature, and theofficers of State, when 
they were driven as refugees to the city of 
of Louisville, and hoped that a general law 
would be passed to embrace their claim i. 
Senator Robinson forcibly urged some general 
law, as he was for doing justice to all. He did 
not regard ths services of Home Guards as 
evincing the highest order of patriotism, for 
he who would not fly to arms to defend his 
family and fireside was unworthy the name 
of man. True gallantry consisted in services 
such as have been rendered by those who left 
their homes and entered the army to defend 
the whole State and to restore the supremacy 
of the Government when assailed by a damn- 
able rebellion. Senators Baker, Bush, Fisk, 
Marshall, Bristow, Granger, Landram and 
Whittaker joined in the debate, but I cannot 
do myself the pleasure of following their re- 
marks. Senator Fisk thought every claim 
should rest on its own merits and be referred 
'O an appropriate committee, and defended 
bis constituents with great energy from im- 
putations cast upon them. I have not yet 
been able to make up my mind as to what 
portion of the State deserves the most credit 
for services. The mountain regions have done 
gloriously, but when Louisville was ti led 
with refugees, driven there before the iava- 
sion of Kirby Smith, I remember that 
there was an effort to raise two 
regiments from the number. The lamented 
Crittenden and Garrett Davis made impas- 
sioned speeches, and Col. A. G. Hodges used 
all his well-known energy in the work, and 
the result was that eighty-three out of the 
thousands of strangers in the city registered 
their names. The citizens of Louisville were 
there under arms for the defence of the State 
authorities, who had with singular felicity 
and natural instinct sought its protection, as 
chickens shelter themselves under the wings 
of their dams when the hawk is swooping over 
them. I say this in the hope that it will influ- 
ence the Legislature to remove the capital to 
Louisville, where all will be safe as doves in 
the dove cote, and never be fluttered by an 
invader. 

The debate took a wide range, and brought 
out much of the talent of the Senate. I re- 
gret extremely that I cannot do justice to 
those who participated in it. Every legal 
claim of this kind if presented to the proper 



officer will assuredly be settled by the pay- 
master. The State has assumed a larga 
amount already, and there are from six to 
eight hundred thousand doll rj now in sus- 
pense account between Kmtucky and ihe 
General Government, and about one-quarter 
of this will never b: repaid, because we have 
not presented claims or vouchers to suit the 
formularies of the Treasury Department, 
which are absolutely necessary, by the way, 
to guard the public funds, and for this reason 
I do not join in sensitive jeers against "red 
tape." There was no action Uken on the 
bill when the hour arrived for the special 
order. 

Mr. Alf. Allen's Hou:e bill, to establish a 
claim agency for Kentucky in Warhington 
city, provides that the Governor shall appoint 
an agent whose duty it shall be to prosecute 
all claims before the proper tribunals at the 
national capital, eitherconrts or departments 
He shall answer all communications address- 
ed to bim by any Kentucky citizen or soldier 
in regaid to any business beforu the depart- 
ments, and perform such other duties as may 
be required by the Governor, who may re- 
move him whenever tho pnbiic interests de- 
mand it. He shall take no fees, directly or 
indirectly, under penalty of fine at the discre- 
lion ot a jury.

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Public Mketino To-Ni«ht.— A meeting of 
the citizens will be held in the east wing of 
the Courthouse to take steps for the removal 
of the State Capital to this city. It is expected 
that all will attend, as this subject is of vitil 
importance to our community. 

Isvapio.n of Kentucky— Raid on Scotts- 
villk— The Guerilla Hamilton Moving <w 
Glasgow with nis Command.— By private 
despatch to a 6rm in this city we learn that a 
aerilla band, under the notorious Hamilton, 
Entered Scottsville on Thursday night, and, 
after robbing the stores and plundering tha 
citizens of all the valuables they could find, 
fired two houses belonging to Mr. Samuel 
Carpenter, of that place, which was entirely 
destroyed. 

From all the information we can gather, 
Ihey crossed the Nashville Railroad at a point 
tbcut forty-live miles from here, and are now 
moving on Glasgow. As there is a strong 
Federal force in that vicinity, and the town 
of GUspcw is well fortified, we apprehend no 
caliper in thatquarter, but anticipate for them 
a waim reception. 

The city was rife with rumors last night of 
invasions of the State by different bands of 
jruerillas, 'but they were discredited by the 
military authorities, and we therefore refrain 
fiom giving them publicity, and merely men- 
tion these rumors from the fact that they will 
be telegraphed from this place to the Northern 
press. As we remarked in a short article a 
few days since, the city has been filled with 
Startling rumors ot rebel invasion almost 
nightly during the past ten dayB, and 
tuch canards are not unfrrquently telegraph- 
ed to some of our Northern cont:mporariei in 
such a plausible manner, as to leave apparent- 
ly no room for doubt as to the truth of them. 
We have studiously avoided giving any pub- 
licity whatever to those rumors, as they are 
manufactured by tke rebels in the midst of u?, 
who seem to revive their tond hopes by fur- 
Disking such food to their despondent friends. 

It is not altogether improbable thit our 
State moy be invaded by guerilla bands dur- 
ing the coming spring, but we have every 
rear on to believe that our military authori- 
ties have made ample provision for all such 

exigencies. 

(since the above was in type, we Uara from 
a second defpatcb, received in this city by 
one of our most substantial citizens, thit 
Hamilton's force was reported as numbering 
500. Capt. Gillum, of the 48th Kentucky, was 
command at Scottsville with a force of 
150, and after a desperate fight surrendered 
the town to Hamilton, on condition that he 
would respect private property, which condi- 
tion was acceded to, and Capt. Gil'um and 
his men paroled. In violation of this agree- 
ment, Hamilton fired the court-house, and 
destroyed all the public documents in the 
clerk's office, and committed the dearedations 
above-mentioned. Capt. Gillum informed 
Hamilton, after this occurred, that he would 
no longer consider the paioles of his m?n le- 
gal- 

Items.— The weather continues deli^htfu', 
and the city appears unusually lively. 

The 5th Ohio veteran regiment arrived in 
the city yesterday from the front, en route 
home, having re-enlisted. They are a line 
tody of m .n and have won many bright 
laurels. 

The 2Ctb Ohio and 91st Indiana, re-enlisted 
veterans, left our city for their tomes yes- 
terday. 

Six deserte* were arrested in the city yes- 
terday, and several were received from differ- 
ent points. 

We learn that the 4th Kentucky infantry 
have re-enlisted, and will be home shortly. 
They are at present detained at Chattanooga, 
in consequence of LoDgstreet's threatening 
movements. 

The gallant 16th Kentucky, Col. Gault, ar- 
rived in onr city yesterday from the front. 
We are toid that this veteran regiment now 
numbers about 400, all of whom have re-en- 
lisied. We extend a hearty welcome to the 
hrave boys of the ltith. 

One hundred and forty-two recruits were 
received from Columbus, Ohio, yesterday, and 
one hundred and sixty -five from Wisconsin. 
They will be forwarded to their regiments to- 
day. 

John E. Phillipot, a youth about eighteen 
are of age, was arrested at Glasgow on the 
Cth of December, since^ which time he baa 
been confined in the Exchange Barracks at 
this place. Yesterday his case came before 
Gen. Ammen, and it was ascertained that tie 
boy never had enlisted in any regiment, and 
he was consequently discharged. He was ar- 
rested by a detectire named John Brown. 
We hope that such arrests will be investi- 
gated by the military authorities, and the de- 
tectives held responsible for them. 

A number of women were arrested last 
evening for selling liquor to soldiers, and con- 
fined in Barracks No. 1. The ir saloons, all of 
which are on the levee, were closed, and the 
entire stock of liquors confiscated. Some of 
them were loud in their vituperation of 
the military authorities, and threatened every 
conceivable vengeance "when this cruel war 
is over." Others appeared deeply affected at 
their misfortune, aud wept bitterly, supplicat- 
ing the authorities in a touching manner to 
restore them their liberty and stock in trade. 
Altogether, the scene was truly ludicrous, and 
berries description. 

Charges have been forwarded to Washing- 
ton against several ladies of. this city forgiv- 
ing aid and comfort to rebels, with the request 
that they be sent to the Southern Conf -deracy. 
We will give the result when it is received. 

Geo. Thompson, John Fies, and C. W. 
Weptworth were arrested yesterday as sus- 
pected felons. They represent that they were 
discharged at Cincinnati a few days since, 
having been arrested there on the Sims 
charge. 

We learn from parties who arrived in our 
cllf- frcm Chattanooga last night, that our 
troops had received a full supply of rations 
nst before they left, but were greitly in need 
of clothing and camp equipage.

We say piudent as well as genereftis, because 
if not cared for these boys will soon become 
vagabonds and nuisances to society. By pat- 
ronizing this fair you will do much towards 
preventing such a result.

/or the Poor have entered into a contract with 
K. S. Long to supply the poor with coal by 
• the barrel in all parts of the city. Distribu- 
tors in the different Wards are requested to 
craw their orders for coal in future on Mr. 

His principal place of business 
is at the cerner of Fifth street and Court 
Place, between Market and Jefferson, base- 
ment story.

Dariko Buriilaev— Labob Amount of 
PaoriBTT Stolen— The Bcbi;lar3 Arrest- 
ed. — The residence of Mr. Trabue, about five 
miles from this city, was entered by burglars 
cd Monday night, and a large amount of 
property stolen, consisting of valuable cloth- 
ing, two gold watches, and a quantity of jew- 
ellery and other articles of worth. Two of the 
parties sufpccUd, Allan Montague and Rich- 
ard Collins, were arrested on Wednesday, and 
the case was investigated before Jndge John- 
ston jes'erday morning, resulting in the con- 
viction of the accused parties of stealing a gua 
from Mr. Trabue, which was found in their 
possession, and the prisoners were remanded 
tu the city jail. 

Through the efficiency of Officer Jos. Laai- 
botrcc, the greater portion of the stolen prop- 
erty has been recovered, and he is still engaged 
in ferreting it out. Yesterday he arrested 
John Traxler at Hospital No. 15, who is also 
implicated in the robbery. Among the arti- 
cles brought to the Major's office we observed 
several elegant silk dresses, a complete and 
costly masquerade dress, a beautiful family 
Bible, a fine shell work-box, containing sev- 
eral vniuabte pieces of jeweilery, and a large 
quantity of ladies' clothing belonging to the 
sisters of Mr. Trabue. One trunk was fount 
at the bouse of Mrs. Dr. Gordon, where Col- 
lins had left it for a few days, another at the 
Two-Mile House, on the Birdstown road, and 
a quantity of the clothing at the Four-Mile 
House. Several fine pieces of jewellery bad 
been presented to young lad.es, such as riaec, 
&c, all of which have been recovered by Offi- 
cer Lambourne. 

Two gold watches and a heavy gold chain, 
a large valise filled with clothing, and several 
loese ariieles were found at Hospital No. 15, 
which is abont three and a half mile: from 
this city. 

Traxler is accused of assisting them to carry 
Ike stolen goods to the different places at 
which tbey were deposited. They entered the 
house by breaking in the door, and, strange to 
say, the inmates had no knowledge of the 
robbery until morning. The burglars are 
soldiers, and belong to an Ohio regiment. 

As there are many articles yet to be recov- 
ered, and perhaps other parties to be arrested, 
we will close our account of this great robbery 
by stating that Officer Joseph Lambourne has 
proved himself one of the shrewdest detectives 
that ever operated in our city, and his suceesc- 
ful efforts in recovering the property are un- 
precedented. It wouldnotbe judiciousat this 
time to particularize as to the means employed 
by bim, but we may have occasion to speak 
of it again. 

Soldier Shot. — A difficulty occurred at 
Jeffersonville between Walter Clark, of com- 
pany G, 31st Indiana, which left this city 
yesterday for home, and another member of 
the same regiment, in which the latter was 
ebot, and dangerously wounded. Clark was 
aircsted and brought to Barracks No. 1 last 
evening. The wounded man was taken to 
one of tke hospitals in Jeffersonville, where 
he is now lying in a very critical condition. 

The 10th Indiana has re-enlisted, and is ex- 
pected to arrive in a few days.

Mr. Vcorhies introduced a bill, which was 
reltrred to the Committee on Ways aud 
Minns, thiicg all transactions in gold at two 
per cent. 

Mr. Kssson off-red a joint resolution declar- 
ing against the tfforucf France to possess 
Secloo. Referred to the Committee ou For- 
tign Affairs. 

Mr. Farusworth offered a reso'ution, which 
was adopted, requesting the President, if not 
inccmpatible with the public interest, to in- 
form the House whether brevet rank has been 
conferred on volunteer forc a B,in pursuance of 
the provision of the act of March, 1863, and, 
if fo, on whom; and, if not, the reason why.

Treasury Department, over $600,000 of the 
latter Bum for first, Becond and third Audi- 
tors Bureau, the business having largely in- 
creased during tbe present year. The bill al- 
so appropriates for the Agricultural Depart- 
mrnt nearly $045.

Charleston, Jan, 25. — Seven shells have 
been fired into the city since the la^t report.

Three monitors are anchored inside 
Cuir.ming's Point and Sumpter. 

Charleston, Jan. 26. — Twenty-four shots 
have been tired at the city within tbe last 24 
hours.

It U In the power of persons whose sympathies are 
with the rebellion to present guerilla raids, almost 
invaiiabb/, by furnishing to military officers of the 
United States or State of Kentucky, the information 
which experience has proved them to be, as a general 
thing, possessed of. 

If all would cnite, as is their duty. In putting down 
guerillas, we would soon cease to be troubled with 
their raids, A nogloct to afford all as^Utance and in- 
formation which may aid tn de.eutiug'fhe designs of 
marauding parties, can but be construed as a culpable 
and adive assistance to our enemies. 

I therefore request that the various military com- 
mandants in the State of Kentucky will, in every in- 
stance where a loyal citizen is taken off by hand* of 
guerillas, immediately arrest at least five of the moit 
promircnt and active n ' • I sympathizers in the vicin- 
ity tf sin b outrage for every loyal roan taken by gueril- 
las. These sympathizers should Ik* held as hostag *s for 
tb« safe and speedy return of the !o ( a! citrzens. W here 
disloyal relatives of guerillas, they should be
